Bad  Road  Work. 

Editor  qf  Hit  Record  : 

An  invitation  is  given  with  a  special 
request,  that  the  Township  Committed 
visit  the  arch  bridge  tinder  Glenwood 
avenue  and  look  at  t!u*  botched  job 
of  the  Road  Committee.  A  16  inch  drain 
pi|K*  was  laid  down  in  the  mud  that  baa 
filled  up  }«art  of  the  old  arch.  Connect¬ 
ing  with  this  drain,  from  the  gutter  on 
each  side  of  tJio  avenue,  are  branched 
eight  or  ten  inches  iu  diameter,  for  in¬ 
lets,  that  take  all  the  storm  water  of  the 
street,  with  die  rubbish  flowing  in  the 
gutters.
